GAIN, this booklet is planned for 
Av It adopts your point of view. 

It gives you hitherto unpublished 
facts upon which to base your own con- 
clusions. It is not cluttered up with 
fictitious values. 


This is our 25th annual catalog. A 
quarter century of effort to help build 
up the hundred or so gladiolus societies 
now scattered all over the continent; of 
effort to be first in U.S. to evaluate, 
select and catalog for sale as introducer 
or co-introducer when possible the 
superior sorts from world-wide sources, 
often one to three years before other 
catalogers. Examples: Shirley Temple, 
Peggy Lou, Greta Garbo, Rosa van 
Lima, Coutts’ Orchid, Big Top, Flying 
Fortress, Tunia’s Mahomet, Tivoli, 
Strathnaver, Ravel, Carnival, Salman’s 
Glory, Marshal Montgomery, General 
Eisenhower, Hugh Price, Morning Kiss, 
World Beater, Circe, Necia, Benjamin 
Britten, Silcherlied, Prof. Goudriaan, 
Aristocrat, Menelik, Polynesie, Catherine 
Beath, New York, Sans Souci, Pennant, 
Leif Ericsson and Miss Holland, (even 
the oldest of which are still standing 
the test of time) not to mention our 
own introductions of Boldface, Mid- 
America and Luxury. 

Now we feel time is taking its toll. 
Already we have cut our usual volume 
of production at least a third. This 
year we plan to reduce our plantings 
to about one-half the usual volume. And 
thereafter to further reduce. To accom- 
plish this more and more of the best 
standard sorts easy to locate and pur- 
chase from quantity price lists, will dis- 
appear from our listings. This could 
happen even to our Mid-America but 
our present reluctance is based upon 
the fact that there is no superior sort 
within our sights to take its place. 

We feel and hope that our current 
listings deserve your buying considera- 
tion because: (1) our background of 
selections of superior sorts evidences it. 
For the last four years we have had 
daily access to and participation in the 
judging of thousands of new sorts in 
the largest gladiolus trial grounds in 
North America. Equally important, we 
eliminate quickly and ethically without 
comment, as do the trial garden reports, 
the thousand and one other current and 
proposed offerings which we have come 
to believe have no promise in the future. 
We do not think the pocket book of the 
buying public is the proper trial ground 
for sorting out the sheep from the 


goats. It is the duty of the industry at 
large and we know we are doing 
our share. 
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(2) Our bulbs are sound, 100%, are 
grown in heavy soil, entirely free of 
fusarium and other diseases and in- 
sect pests. 

(3) We are generous well beyond the 
expectation of initial purchasers, with 
overcount, sample bulbs frequently of 
sorts in same color chosen, newer or 
superior or both. 

‘We do not issue a fall list and we do 
not solicit ‘“pre-catalog” orders. Most of 
them require later revision because of 
abandoned varieties and price reductions. 
We do recommend that you place your 
order soon after receipt of this Guidebook 
to avoid, in so far as it is possible, the 
disappointment of sold out items. 

A variety has around thirty different 
characteristics to consider, relating to 
form, color, size, height, strength, sub- 
stance, season, bulb health, propaga- 
tion, etc. No cataloger can spare the 
time and space to describe them all, 
but we can and do report a glad’s most 
interesting features and you may defi- 
nitely assume, in the absence of specific 
mention of some undesirable traits, to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, the 
traits or habits not specifically mentioned 
are above the “satisfactory” level. 

We appreciate receiving a portion of 
your bulb purchases. We do not neces- 
sarily solicit it all.

SELL OUTS. Last year we dipped 
into planting reserves so deeply to sat- 
isfy customers that we are unable this 
year to offer Wedgewood (K&M), Sky 
High, Havelock, Kittyhawk, Mauree 
Trevan, Strathnaver and Tunia’s Wizard. 

GLADIOLUS SEEDS. With green- 
house forcing conditions outdoors last 
summer, most of the newest varieties 
in small supply bloomed out early while 
we were busy at shows. No crosses were 
made and we have no seeds to offer. 


WHITE ELEPHANT SALE last 
season was too successful, too time con- 
suming and too many buyers encoun- 
tered too many sell outs. The current 
pre-catalog demand for more Dr. Pryor, 
Swing, Grace Moore, Ostrich Feather 
and a few more indicate they should 
have been further propagated for inclu- 
sion in our General List. No more White 
Elephant sales. 


When you note a Commercial “A” 
rating reported in this Guidebook, you 
may rest assured that, under normal 
growing conditions the variety will have 
a good stem, good flowerhead, passable 


to superior color, good propagation and 
no crooks. 

LEIF ERICSSON. Tom Manley de- 
clares Leif Ericsson to be the Top 
European variety grown in the 1952 
trials, both in Ohio and in Vermont. 
Tested three years running because of 
constantly increasing appreciation, this 
variety has now apparently achieved 
the all-time high rating awarded in the 
four years of trials. At least many of 
the growers may consider Leif Ericsson’s 
90, Exh. A, Com’l. AA to outpoint 
Catherine Beath which so far has the 
highest exhibition rating, namely 94, 
Exh. AA, Com’l. A. Apparently each of 
us must decide for himself. Kindly read 
our much expanded, detailed description. 

PROF GOUDRIAAN. Another retrial, 
primarily to determine accurately the 
eolor. Misled by the strength of the 
blend into cream in the throat, we de- 
clared it to be very light’ cream ap- 
proaching white. K & M obligingly 
changed their description “creamy white” 
to correspond. Now we apologize. All 
the judges giving the matter study are 
fully satisfied that the great preponder- 
ance of color is pure clean white, blend- 
ing into light cream in the throat. For 
two years it had looked definitely out 
of place with the cream in the shows and 
such a wonderful variety should not be 
permitted to undergo an artificial handi- 
cap. Fact is, we recommend it for still 
another trial on ground that it, too, may 
merit a Com’! AA rating. 

As orders come in we keep a running 
inventory of sales vs. stocks, in order to 
be aware when a size or a variety is 
sold out. About May 1st we abandon this 
safeguard because of press of shipping 
work and preparation for our own plant- 
ings. On these late orders it is often 
difficult to know offhand if an item 
will hold out to the order number until 
reached. 
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GLADIOLUS TRIALS, 1952 


This marks the 10th year of Gladiolus testing under the supervision of 
Thomas R. Manley, Horticulturist: 1939-42 at Morris Park, Fairmount, W. Va., 
1947-48 at Oglebay Park, Wheeling, W. Va., 1949-51 at Valleevue (W.R.U.) 
Chagrin Falls, Ohio and 1952 (herewith reported) at both Solon, Ohio and Bur- 
lington, Vt. We hope the present set-up can be maintained with a co-sponsorship by 
a Vermont Gladiolus Society. 


Follows an explanatory letter by Mr. Manley. 


When I moved from Ohio to Vermont to assist Elmer Gove with the operation 
of Champlain View Gardens it was decided by the Garden Center of Greater Cleve- 
land, which financed and sponsored the Valleevue Trial Gardens, that this project 
be abandoned. 


The Ohio State Gladiolus Society was desirous of continuing a program of 
testing new varieties and offered to grow and evaluate half of the corms of each 
variety submitted for trial. These varieties were grown by H. O. Evans, James 
Sebesy, Earl Platell and Joseph Hartman. The other corms were planted at Cham- 
plain View Gardens, Burlington, Vermont where Mr. Gove is desirous of establish- 
ing one of the nation’s largest trial gardens. 


This season at Burlington over 400 new varieties and seedlings were grown 
and carefully evaluated by many gladiolus judges who frequently visited the plant- 
ing. The constant stream of visitors to the trial garden and fields of planting stock 
was observed to elicit remarks pro and con on various varieties which we noted 
on our record cards. 


This fall these cards were taken to Cleveland where we discussed the results 
of the two test plantings, resulting in an over-all rating based on growth in 
Vermont and Ohio. 


The growing conditions varied greatly this season. Ohio having an early spring 
with ample moisture followed with a dry, hot, 110 degrees in many instances, 
summer and fall. In Vermont a late cold spring with many rains was followed by 
a cool summer with well-timed rains until September when it became dry and has 
continued dry to November Ist, the time of this report. 


It is hoped that hybridizers will continue to send their seedlings to us for trial 
as we feel the program originated at Valleevue Trial Gardens a most desirable one 
to all gladiolus growers. Those interested in submitting varieties for trial may do 
so by contacting Thomas R. Manley, Champlain View Gardens, Burlington, Vt.

AA—Superior; A—Excellent; B—Good; C—Fair; and 
D—Poor. Based on all qualities entering into production of prize winning 
blooms and giving proper consideration to the proportion of good exhibition 
bloom obtainable from the quantity grown. 

10. Commercial rating. Indicated AA to D as above. The best Commercial gladiolus, 
commonly, is the best exhibition gladiolus which also has those characteristics 
enabling the commercial grower to maintain healthy stocks with easy propaga- 
tion; one which blooms well from planting stock, has good placement and

attachment, produces blooms at desired seasons, has sufficient length and bud 
count; cuts, keeps, ships and opens easily even though cut in tight bud. And 
above all it has that high degree of color value which moves the variety easier 
and at better price than others offered in the same color classification having 
inferior color value. On occasion, attractive form of floret assists in 
this respect.

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THE GLADIOLUS FANCIER’S 


COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


The color separations as used by the 
New England Gladiolus Society, coupled 
with reference to the “Fischer” Color 
Chart and the size and color classification 
of a 1944 national gladiolus conference 
adopted by the North American Gladiolus 
Council in 1946. Again revised by the 
latter in 1952 to further subdivide pink, 
rose and lavender. The NAGC adopted 
the 2 Vol) R.H-Ss Color Chart, but its 
cost (around $14.) seems likely to lhmit 
its use to a few hybridizers. So, from 
a practical point of view, it appears the 
50 or so gladiolus societies in U.S. will 
continue to refer to the Fischer chart 
sub-divisions at least for show purposes. 
So we brief them here because it will 
enable you to make judicious use of our 
method of cataloging varieties in 
their own color groups where the variety 
descriptions and prices may be readily 
compared.

SIZE OF BULB TO BUY 


If economy be the aim, do not rely on 
small bulbs to give wholly satisfactory 
blooms. The small bulbs will all bloom 
but medium bulbs amost always give far 
better than “medium” sized spikes of the 
given variety. Our descriptions usually 
indicate whether or not the variety is an 
exceptionally fine producer of blooms 
from the smaller sizes. 


Commercially, bulbs are graded into 
6 sizes. Size 6 is under % inch diameter 
and other sizes range up to every %4 inch, 
the number 1 bulb being 1% inch up. 
Catalogs commonly offer bulbs as L 
(large) (sizes 1 and 2) (1% inch up); 
M (medium) (sizes 3 and 4) (% to 1% 
inch); S (small) (sizes 5 and 6) (% to 
% inch) and Blts. (bulblets, the little 
hard shelled cormels which cling at the 
roots of the bulb). 


The size (bulk) of bulb you purchase 
determines the amount of food with which 
you are starting to produce a given spike.

This glad, A. B. Coutts, named in 
memory of his brother, is a huge 
peachy to apricot buff, blending fur- 
ther into deep yellow in the throat. 


Has an overall frosty appearance. 
Clean, smooth florets are almost en- 
tirely of the much desired inverted 
type (single lip, top petal to rear). 
The spikes all have long flowerheads 
with perfect form and placement that 
seem to be accomplished with geo- 
metric precision. The facing and spac- 
ing are just never faulty. The bulblet 
increase is very good even from large 
bulbs and they germinate 100% with 
ease, followed by very vigorous growth. 
In 3 long rows of bloom at Mr. Coutts’ 
home at Barrie, Ontario, (see illustra- 
tion of Mr. Coutts who stands almost 
6 ft. 4 in. alongside a row), the plants 
had heavy foliage, 30-40 inches, with 
dozens of spikes, all straight, carry- 
ing 8 open florets, 8 in color and 8 
buds, 24 total or better.

CULTURE 


Both the N.E.G.S. and the N.A.G.C.

Increased data in fore part of our 
Guide Book, together with more new 
varieties than usual, have all but wiped 
out the space usually devoted to cultural 
directions. So, this year we will retain 
only some pertinent highlights. 


Simple as can be. Inexpensive, too. 
Plant healthy, young bulbs of the large 
size of varieties currently winning first 
prizes in the major shows of the world. 
Soil prepared in the fall with heavy 
applications of well rotted cow manure 
and bone meal is excellent. Avoid horse 
manure in any season. Plant in the sun- 
niest location possible. Preferably in a 
group planting by themselves. They can 
be at their best in rows among the 
vegetables. 


Plant large bulbs 5 inches deep, 
medium bulbs 4, small bulbs 3 and bulb- 
lets 2. If soil is extremely sandy plant 
somewhat deeper. If very heavy, some- 
what less deep. For best bloom produc- 
tion set bulbs apart in row roughly about 
4 times their diameter. Sow bulblets 
thickly, like peas. Distance between 
rows as little as will permit of your 
particular method of cultivating, weed- 
ing. ete. 


If soil is heavy a little vermiculite or 
peat moss scratched into the bottom of 
the trenches, especially for bulblet plant- 
ing, will help roots to travel. 


If a heavy application of cow manure 
(3 to 6 inches deep) and coarse bone 
meal (25-80 lbs. to 500 sq. ft.) was 
applied in the fall and the ground left 
rough, no more fertilizing need be done 
the following year or two. 


If no fertilizing was done the previous 
fall, it could be desirable to use super- 
phosphate (0-20-0), scratching about 
1 lb. well into the bottom of about 30 ft. 
of trench. 


If neither fall fertilizing nor bottom 
of trench fertilizing was done about 1 lb. 
of “3-9-18” per 20-30 ft. of row, scratched 
an inch or two into the soil about 
5-8-inch area away from the plants. This 
can be repeated once or twice, before 
the flower buds begin to stretch. The 
figure 3 in the formula is nitrogen and 
using higher percentages may result 
forcing a bigger bloom while damaging 
or destroying the new bulb being formed 
for next year’s use. So a 2-10-12 substi- 
tute could be much safer to use than 
5-10-10 or even 4-12-4. 
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A plump bulb of 1% inches diameter 
has plenty food to start production of 
a show specimen spike. A larger or 
jumbo bulb will require disbudding of 
all but the most prominent eye sprout 
to compel the bulb to put all its effort 
into the production of the best spike it 
is capable of producing. 


Water sparingly until buds show. If 
no rains for 10-12 days, water then, 
heavily. During bud to bloom stage 
water becomes a real paying investment. 
Keep soil now constantly on the moist 
side. After bloom period proceed as in 
the before bloom period, sparingly. 


Above all we beg our readers not to 
put off inspecting the plants for thrips 
infestation until blooms appear. If they 
already have a good foothold at that 
time you may have a very discouraging 
task on your hands. 


We recommend preventive spraying, 
once every 10 days after plants are up 
6 or 8 inches until blooming. In any 
event, have your insecticide on hand to 
use if needed. 


The thrips problem is now sgatisfac- 
torily solved — a great blessing to all 
concerned. 


We are through with NAPTHALENE 
FLAKES for gassing bulbs in storage 
. ... through with TARTAR EMETIC 
and its necessary “sweets” accompani- 
ment for plant spray ... through with 
CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE (bichloride 
of mercury) bulb soaking as a prerequi- 
site to planting, using it only where a 
particular batch of bulbs show some 
definite signs of some disease to be cor- 
rected or where bulbs about to be planted 
show live thrips infestation and an over- 
night kill of both thrips and eggs must 
be obtained. Or to control scab. 


Scab is a physical damage, not a 
disease. Besides being caused by contact 
with nitrogen bearing manures and fer- 
tilizers with more than 3%, it is often 
caused by angle worms, wire worms, etc. 
Except as it damages sales appearance 
and decreases the food bulk of the bulb, 
scab may be disregarded. 


For dusting bulbs in storage. The 
sooner the better after dug and roots 
relatively dry. If not dry in a week it 
is not nearly so important as getting the 
bulbs dusted promptly to prevent thrips 
from crawling down the short stem to 
the crown of the bulb where dust may 
never penetrate. D.D.T. does not gas 


them like napthalene flakes. Use any 
D.D.T. dry dusting powder 1 to 38 per 
cent strength is enough... over 5 per 
cent a sheer waste of money and 
increase of possible human hazard by 
inhalation. 


Where obtainable, if D.D.T. dusting 
powder contains rotenone (or pyrethum 
or tobacco dust), this is desirable to 
kill plant lice (D.D.T. does not) which 
earry virus infections from peas, 
beans, ete. 


If PD: Dire dust® is? 38% sor smorewit’ is 
desirable to add equal weight of common 
sulphur dust, whether the dust is to be 
used on the bulbs or on the plants, to 
prevent fungus diseases. 


If you grow peas or beans, very desir- 
able both for them and the glads that 
you dust them with this triple formula. 


If you use D.D.T. liquid spray, the 
wettable powder form is much safer 
(to you) than the liquid forms offered 
unless the label on the liquid clearly 
states that it carries no oil or oil emul- 
sion base. Use either the wettable 
powder or liquid spray at the formula 
rate suggested on the label. If several 
strengths are suggested for various 
kinds of plants or pests, adopt the 
strongest formula. 


A WORD TO THE WISE 


Disappointment can be minimized by 
leaving to the highly trained gladiolus 
specialist the experimentation and cash 
investment necessary to try out all the 
new offerings of the many hybridizers. 


We have no knowledge of the exist- 
ence of any other gladiolus catalog in 
the world that even closely approaches 
so exclusive a list of new material 
subjected to unbiased, competent testing 
and found to be of high over-all rating 
with the inferior new material carefully 
screened out. 


Also, it is well to leave to the federal, 
state and university entomologists, path- 
ologists and to gladiolus specialists 
cooperating with them, the determina- 
tion of best usages for the control of 
insect pests and bulb and plant diseases. 
Experimentation by others with poisons, 
poisonous gases and with insecticides, 
the component parts of which are not 
understood by the user, and with un- 
approved methods of fertilization, usu- 
ally leads to trouble.
